NEW YORK, Heptember 17—Fear
thiut che might: be ocumpalled by het
parerls ‘to jnarry 4 titled  forelgnar
wliom' she disliked, was the resson
which Helen Maloney, daughter of
wealthy Mirtin Maloney, of Philadel-
phin, deélared Impelled  her to go
through o 'maerringe ceremony with
Arthtie  Herber Osborne, o Young
broker of this clty.

This Information, glven hy Miss Ma-
loney under oath whan she wag bhoeing
oxamined by referee In gonnection with
ner applicatlon to have the purported
marritge annulled, wias gleaned froin pa-
pers in the eage, whicly were flleg in
court after a formunl decreg finglly an-
nulling the marrfloge was granted to-
day by Juslice Gerard, In the Supreme
Court.  Mlss Maloney swore that the
marrigge never was regarded In a serl-
ous lght eltliet by harkelt or by Os-
borne; that ghe did not belleve the con-
troct & binding one, innsmuch ap the
contracting parties dld not glve thelr
riglit names, ages or names of thelr
parcnty to the Justice of the peact who
petformed the ceremony, und that the
muarringe never had been consummatad.

Oaborne, In his answer opposing the
applleation for annulment, also de-
clared that no consummation of the
marringe had  ever raken place, and
that nelther of the contracting parties
aver Intenddd that it should take place
untll after s marriage ceremony had
been performed In & Roman Catholle
c¢hurch by a priest of that church.

Miss Maloney now I8 free, so far as
the laws of the Unlted Stutes are con-
cerned, to marry Samuel Clarkson, o
young Engllshman, with whom she
eloped and went to England somae tima
ugo. The authorities of the Itoman
Catholie Chureh, of which Miss Muloney |
i & member, however, although Lhey
liave been ‘appealed to to do #0, have
not yet given Jjudgment on the guestion
ef whetlier or not the marriage with
Oshorne shall be regarded as binding.
